Public transportation could become even 
safer next year if a motion to increase se¬ 
curity on buses and LRT trains is 
considered necessaiy.

Mayor Stephen Mandel said council 
won’t make a decision on the motion until 
spring, when the mill rate will also be set, 
but he also said that transit security is a 
high priority. 

“There’s no question that citizens have 
told us that they want more transit securi¬ 
ty,” he said. 

A report will be coming forward, likely 
in the new year, regarding the use of peace 
and police oflBcers, reflecting a shift in the 
way they are deployed by the city to patrol 
transit lines. 

Whether or not transit becomes safer, it 
will, at $2.85, cost 10 cents more in 2011. A 
$3.2-million motion to keep fares at 2010 
levels was withdrawn.

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China accused 
of sabotaging 
Nobel’s big day 


O Nearly 20 countries to stay away from Friday Peace 
Prize ceremony O Clear signal of pressure, officials say 


At least 19 countries will 
not attend this year’s No¬ 
bel Peace Prize ceremony 
honouring jailed Chinese 
dissident Liu Xiaobo, offi¬ 
cials confirmed yesterday. 

It was the clearest signal 
yet that the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment, furious at inter¬ 
national recognition for its 
No. 1 jailed dissident, is 
hard at work trying to sab¬ 
otage Friday’s ceremony. 

The Nobel committee is 
honoring Liu as China’s 
“foremost symbol” of hu¬ 
man rights. 

The Chinese govern¬ 
ment, however, calls him 
“a criminal” for tiying to 
promote democracy in 
China.

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Economist 
weighs in on 
polygamy laws 


O Admits under cross-examination there is no proof 
legalization will increase polygamy in Canada 


Women are treated like 
commodities in polyga¬ 
mous societies and their 
economic freedoms are re¬ 
duced. 

That’s the opinion of 
economist Shoshana 
Grossbard who testified at 
B.C. Supreme Court yester¬ 
day in a case to determine 
whether the countiy’s 
polygamy laws are consti¬ 
tutional. 

Grossbard, who has 
studied the economic ef¬ 
fects of polygamy in other 
countries, testified that 
there will be increased dis¬ 
parity between husbands 
and wives if Canada were 
to legalize polygamy. 

“In the cultures and so¬ 
cieties worldwide that

50-year-old polygamy 
law in the country is 
constitutionally valid. 

have embraced it, 
polygamy is associated 
with undesirable econom¬ 
ic, societal, physical and 
emotional factors related 
to women’s well-being,” 
Grossbard said yesterday. 

The natural economic 
consequence of polygamy 
should be increased mar¬ 
ket value for women, since 
multiple wives are highly 
desirable. But in these soci¬ 
eties, husbands can simply 
divorce the wives they 


don’t want, so women 
don’t actually have control 
over their value. 

Grossbard was a witness

O Court case deals with alleged defamation on Facebook 


Nova Scotia’s highest court 
is debating whether the 
media should be allowed to 
report the name of a 
teenage girl who was al¬ 
legedly defamed on a 
phoney Facebook page. 

The provincial Court of 
Appeal heard submissions 
yesterday from lawyers for 
the girl’s family and two 
media outlets — the Halifax 
Chronicle Herald and Glob¬ 
al TV. The court must also 
decide whether the alleged 
offending comments 
should be made public. 

Michelle Awad, who is 
representing the family, 
told the court that allowing 
media to identify the girl — 
who is tiying to find out 
who is behind the postings 
— would only cause further 
harm. 

“We’re dealing with a 
child,” she said. “The court 
must decide what’s in the 
best interests of this child.” 


In May, a Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court judge ap¬ 
proved a court order requir¬ 
ing a Halifax-based Internet 
provider to reveal the iden¬ 
tity of the customer who 
posted the comments. 

However, Justice Arthur 
LeBlanc denied a request to 
ban the media from report¬ 
ing the girl’s name and any 
details from the now de¬ 
funct page. The girl’s family 
is appealing LeBlanc’s deci¬ 
sion. In the meantime, me¬ 
dia outlets are subject to a 
publication ban. 

Awad said the social net¬ 
working page included al¬ 
legedly defamatory and 
anon 5 mious comments 
about the girl’s appearance 
and sexual preference. 

Officials with Facebook 
Inc. have already given 
Awad the nmnerical Inter¬ 
net address assigned to the 
computer used to create 
the account.

A Japanese probe reached 
Venus yesterday and pre¬ 
pared to enter orbit on a 
two-year mission that 
would mark a major mile¬ 
stone for Japan’s space pro¬ 
gram and could shed light 
on the climate of Earth’s 
mysterious neighbour. 

The probe, called Akat¬ 
suki, which means 
“dawn,” would be the first 
Japan has ever placed into 
orbit around another plan¬ 
et and comes after the 
country recently brought a 
probe back from a trip to 
an asteroid. 

Other space programs, 
including the Americans’ 
and the Europeans’, have 
successfully launched mis¬ 
sions to orbit other plan¬ 
ets. 

Scientists said they 
briefly lost contact with 


the probe early yesterday. 
They encountered new 
communication problems 
later in the day and were 
not able to confirm if it 
was successful. 

The 25-billion-yen 
($300-million) project is 
supposed to maintain an 


elliptical orbit around Ve¬ 
nus, ranging from passes 
300 kilometres from the 
planet’s surface to outer 
swings 80,000 kilometres 
away that will allow it to 
comprehensively monitor 
weather patterns.

It slipped into existence 
after Ontario secretly gave 
police wartime powers, re¬ 
sulting in a mass violation 
of civil rights unprecedent¬ 
ed in Canada, the provin¬ 
cial watchdog said 
yesterday. 

Deliberate misinforma¬ 
tion surrounding a re¬ 
vamped Second World 
War regulation led people 
to wrongly believe police 
had the power to demand 
identification and detain 
anyone coming within five 
metres of the G20 security 
fence.

The law, in fact, applied 
only to people entering 
the zone. 

Still, it should have 
been dubbed the five-kilo- 
metre rule given police 
were stopping and search¬ 
ing people far from the 
fences in the downtown 
core, said ombudsman

The more than 1,000 ar¬ 
rests and illegal detention 
of hundreds, or even thou¬ 
sands, of others during the 
June summit was a “mass 
violation of civil rights,” 
said Marin. 

“For the citizens of 
Toronto, the days up to 


and including the week¬ 
end of the G20 will live in 
infamy as a time period 
where martial law set in 
the city of Toronto, leading 
to the most massive com¬ 
promise of civil liberties in 
Canadian histoiy.” 

In the early 1970s, then 
prime minister Pierre 
Trudeau went to Parlia¬ 
ment to hold a debate be¬ 
fore enacting the War 
Measures Act, but Ontario 
went out of its way to keep 
the new law on police 
powers quiet, said Marin. 

Premier Dalton McGuin- 
ty refused to comment.

Canada’s economy is tak¬ 
ing a battering from the 
high dollar combined with 
low productivity and still 
needs the stimulus of low 
interest rates, the Bank of 
Canada says. 

In a previously 
telegraphed move, the cen¬ 
tral bank announced yes¬ 
terday it will keep its 
trendsetting interest rate 
at one per cent until next 
year — and likely much 
longer. 

But analysts focused on 
the accompanying state¬ 
ment from governor Mark 
Carney, which conceded 
that both the Canadian 
and global recoveries are 
struggling under stiffening 
headwinds of risk, as a sig¬ 
nal of future intentions.

“The global economic 
recoveiy is proceeding 
largely as expected, al¬

The bank said demand 
in the U.S., Canada’s 
largest export market, re¬ 
mains weak, and even gen¬ 
erally robust emerging 
markets such as China and 
India are seeing decelerat¬ 
ing activity. 

“The recoveiy in Cana¬ 
da, in the second half of 
2010, appears slightly 
weaker than the bank pro¬ 
jected” largely as a result 
of falling exports, it added.

Ireland must endure the 
toughest cuts and tax hikes 
in its histoiy as an unavoid¬ 
able price for saving the na¬ 
tion from bankruptcy. 
Finance Minister Brian 
Lenihan told lawmakers as 
they prepared to vote on a 
brutal 2011 budget. 

Lenihan’s plan — the 
harshest yet of four emer¬

The 
more you read about the alleged 
sexual molestation case against 
the 39-year-old Aussie, the more 
you have to wonder if he’s being 
set up for tattling on the world. 

Accounts in Newsweek, the 
Daily Mail, AOL News, etc., make 
it clear he’s not being held on 
rape charges, but something 
called “sex by surprise,” and one 


of the women allegedly surprised 
by sex bought breakfast after the 
alleged surprise. 

In Sweden, where casual sex is 
a sacred institution, second only 
to Ikea. 

Meanwhile, my

Assange, a relatively old geek 
at 39, gets the new Borg Mind. Re¬ 
sistance is futile. WikiLeaks has 
distributed the Mother of All Se¬ 
cret Files to 100,000 co-conspira¬ 
tors in cyberspace, and if he goes 
down, he sends them all an 
enciyption key, and that’s it for 
secrets. 

I don’t know what’s going to 
happen. I do know we’re finally 
going to learn that privacy is an 
analog thing. I don’t know if 
that’s good or bad, but if you be¬ 
lieve that those who hold the se¬ 
crets hold the power, maybe you 
should hold a candlelight vigil for 
Julian Assange.

ahead of its time.” 

The tale of a son rescu¬ 
ing his computer-genius fa¬ 
ther (Jeff Bridges) two 
decades after he disappears 
into the digital game world 
he designed not only al¬ 
lowed the award-winning 
commercial director to ex¬ 
plore an original vision, but 
it gave Kosinski the unique 
opportunity to work on the 
absolute latest technolo¬ 
gies in moviemaking. 

“Our production was 
pretty adaptive and we 
were always keeping up, 
changing methodologies in 
the visual effects,” said 
Kosinski. “You can’t really 
change the script or the 
stoiy but in terms of your 
technique and technology, 
you have to just be mobile 


because it’s a three-year 
project and things change.” 

That technological mo¬ 
bility gives TRON: Legacy 
an incredibly modem 3D 
look which complements 
the film’s subject matter. 
As with the 1982 original, 
the thriller features such 
cool gadgets as the deadly 
discs and Lightcycles but 
it’s the additions of such 
new vehicles as Light Run¬ 
ners (a sort of digital off- 
roader) that should make 
those fanboys even more 
excited. 

“I was a Pole Position 
kind of (guy),” said Kosinski 
about his favorite video 
game growing up. “(So) it’s 
no secret that the vehicles 
were a favorite part of 
mine in this movie.”

•Hearty pinch saffron 
threads, crushed 

• 500 ml (2 cups) milk 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) instant (also 
called fast-rise) yeast 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) honey 

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) vegetable 
or canola oil 

• 3 whole eggs 

• 3 egg yolks 

• 10 ml (2 tsp) salt 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp ground 
cardamom 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) cinnamon 

• 2 I (8 cups) bread flour 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) golden 
raisins 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) dried 
cranberries 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) hazelnuts, 
toasted and chopped 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) candied 
ginger, chopped 

Filling 

• 1 pkg (250 g/8 oz) cream- 


cheese 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) granulated 
sugar 

• legg 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) lemon zest 
Topping 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) brown 
sugar 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) granulated 
sugar 

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) all¬ 
purpose flour 

• 7 ml (1/2 tbsp) cinnamon 


• Pinch salt 

• 90 ml (6 tbsp) unsalted 
butter (3/4 stick), cut in 
chunks 

• 1 egg, beaten with 5 ml (1 
tsp) water 

Icing 

• 375 ml (11/2 cups) 
powdered sugar 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) heavy 
cream 

• 1 egg 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) almond extract 


Preparation: 

I ln a microwave safe 
bowl, combine water 
and saffron. Microwave 
on high until boiling, 
then set aside to cool. 


Once cooled, in the 
bowl of a stand mixer, 
combine saffron water, 
milk, yeast, honey, oil, 
eggs, yolks, salt, 
cardamom, cinnamon 
and flour. Using dough 
hook attachment, mix 
on low until a soft 
dough forms. Continue 
mixing on low to knead 
for 6 to 7 minutes. 


Add raisins, cranberries, 
hazelnuts and ginger, 
then knead until incor¬ 
porated. Cover bowl 
with plastic wrap and al¬ 
low to rest for 2 hours. 
The dough also can be 
placed in the refrigera¬ 
tor and allowed to rest 
overnight. Shortly 
before dough has 
finished resting, make 
cream cheese filling and 
streusel topping.

Filling: In a large bowl, 
use an electric mixer to 
cream together cream 
cheese and sugar until 
well combined and 
lump-free. Add egg and 
lemon zest and mix until 


smooth. Set aside. 

5 Streusel Topping: In a 
medium bowl, combine 
both sugars, flour, cin¬ 
namon and salt. Add 
butter and rub together 
until it has all been 
incorporated and 
crumbs have all been 
moistened. 

6 When dough has 
finished resting, it 
should be doubled in 
size and quite puffy. 

Coat a large baking pan 
with baking spray or 
line the pan with parch¬ 
ment paper. Turn the 
dough out onto a lightly 
floured surface. Roll 
your dough into a 60- 
by-45-cm (24-by-18- 
inch) rectangle. Spread 
your cream cheese fill¬ 
ing over the surface of 
the dough, leaving a 5- 
cm (2-inch) strip of un¬ 
covered dough along 
the long side farthest 
from you. 

7 Starting with the side 
closest to you, roll 
dough up to form a long 
log. Slightly moisten 
edge of dough and 
pinch to seal. Keeping 
sealed edge of log on 
bottom, move dough to 
prepared sheet pan. 
Bring ends together to 


form a large circle, then 
insert one end into the 
other end to seal. The 
wreath should be about 
30 cm (12 inches) across 

8 Paint wreath all over 
with beaten egg, then 
top with streusel 
mixture, patting it into 
place with your hands. 
Cover loosely with plas¬ 
tic wrap, then let rest for 
an hour or until risen 
and puffy. After about 
45 minutes of rising, 
heat oven to 180 C (350 
F). 

9 Use a sharp knife to 
make about 6 slashes 
around top of bread. 
Bake for 1 hour or until 
a deep golden colour. 

Let cool for 5 minutes 
before moving to a rack 
to cool completely. Once 
cooled, prepare icing. In 
a medium bowl, whisk 
together powdered sug¬ 
ar, cream and almond 
extract. Drizzle over 
loaf.

Mouse-click megastar 

O For some, YouTube has been a fast ticket to fame, 
and even fortune O Viral veterans share their tricks 


There’s a subculture of 
web users who speak rev¬ 
erentially about the work 
of RayWilliamJohnson, 
ShayCarl, or MysteryGui- 
tarMan. 

They may not be house¬ 
hold names, but Internet 
famous? Definitely. 

A roomful of YouTube 
auteurs aspiring to the 
same status gathered last 
week at Google’s Toronto 
office to trade tips on how 
to hit it big on the webs 
largest and most popular 
video site. 

Corey Vidal says getting 
a million hits on YouTube 
was tough but getting 50 
million was actually much 
easier. 

And while the 23-year- 


old Oakville, Ont., native 
doesn’t think he’s neces¬ 
sarily cracked the code to 
YouTube fame and for¬ 
tune, he has quit his job to 
become a video pro. 

“My advice is just keep 
going, don’t get lazy, don’t 
give up, don’t get discour¬ 
aged if things aren’t work¬ 
ing,” Vidal said during a 
panel discussion. 

Vidal, known as Ap- 
prenticeA, first posted to 
YouTube to share a video 
with a friend, and didn’t 
expect anyone else would 
see it. 

It took a couple years of 
faithfully posting videos - 
“not too serious. I find peo¬ 
ple go to YouTube to laugh, 
not to cry,” is how he de¬ 


scribes his style - until Vi¬ 
dal got his big moment, 
and was featured on 
YouTube’s front page. 

“It was like winning the 
lotteiy. It was this fun 
thing and now - bam! - life 
has completely changed. 
Eveiything has been differ¬ 
ent since,” he said. 

“In the past two years 
it’s actually been enough 
for me to do it full time 
and quit my job. In the 
past year I’ve now started a 
company, hired employees 
and produce videos on an 
ongoing basis with my pro¬ 
duction crew. And I’m now 
working with sponsors 
and advertisers and 
brands.”

CHANGESTOYOUR 
PAY? ONE OPTION 
ISTO STAY AND SUE 



poised to reduce operating 
costs, Lorenzo Russo saw 
the writing on the wall. 

As the long time ware¬ 
house manager at candy 
manufacturer Kerr Bros. 
Limited, Russo was paid in 
excess of $100,000 — a 
salaiy considered exces¬ 
sive by his new boss. 

After slashing eveiy em¬ 
ployee’s pay by 10 per cent 
and cutting the company’s 
pension plan, the presi¬ 
dent, insisted Russo take a 
further pay cut amounting 
to almost half of his usual 
salaiy. When Russo re¬ 
fused, his salaiy was still 
reduced. 

Russo responded by re¬ 
taining a lawyer, who 
wrote to the company to 
complain. 

When a substantial pay 
cut is imposed by a compa¬ 
ny, employees typically 
think in terms of “con¬ 
structive dismissal,” which 
permits them to leave and 
then sue for severance. 

Here, however, Russo’s 
lawyer said that Russo did 
not accept the change to 
his compensation but in¬ 


stead of leaving, he was go¬ 
ing to stay and sue for the 
difference in pay. 

At a recent trial, the 
company attempted to de¬ 
feat Russo’s claim by argu¬ 
ing that having stayed on 
with the company after 
the change to his pay, Rus¬ 
so had effectively con¬ 
doned that change. 

However, Russo’s 

lawyer argued his client 
made it clear that he was 
not accepting the change 
and that by staying at 
work while he sued, he 
was trying to minimize 
any losses he had suffered. 

The court agreed with 
Russo and awarded him 
the difference in the pay 
he would have earned had 
his salaiy not been cut. 

Allowing him to remain 
and work, was actually the 
evidence Russo needed to 
make out his claim. 

What does this case 
mean for Canadian work¬ 
places? 

Employees are empow¬ 
ered to reject real changes 
to their jobs since, even in 
a tough economy, employ¬ 
ers cannot simply force 
significant pay cuts or ad¬ 
verse working conditions 
on their employees. 

Importantly, in light of 
this case, employees do

not even need to leave 
work and go to court in or¬ 
der to protest these types 
of changes.

New book sa3rs trusting the babble of 
experts is like trusting a chimp

Humans respond very 
poorly to uncertainty. 

Think of how we look to 
weather readers for fore¬ 
casts, and how often they 
aren’t exactly accurate. 

According to author 
Dan Gardner, people look 
to experts to help set their 
expectations so that they 
can be prepared. 

The problem, however, 
is that these experts are 
rarely on the mark. In fact, 
not even close. 

In Gardner’s book. Fu¬ 
ture Babble, he references 
how Brill’s magazine 
“compared the predictions 
of famous American pun¬ 
dits to a Chimpanzee 
named Chippy, who made 
his guesses by choosing 
among flash cards.” 

Chippy had more hits 
than the acclaimed pun¬ 
dits. 

Gardner also outlines an 
exhaustive list of calami¬ 
ties, predicted and real, 
covering famous docu¬ 


ments such as Paul 
Ehrlich’s 1968 The Popula¬ 
tion Bomb, predicting 
mass global famine for the 
’70s (which never hap¬ 
pened), and Ravi Batra’s 
1987 book The Great De¬ 
pression of 1990, which 
ended up being a very 
brief and mild recession. 

In both cases, the ‘ex¬ 
perts’ defend their publica¬ 
tions with “I was almost 
right” or “it wouldn’t have 
happened if I hadn’t been 
blindsided by an unfore¬ 
seeable event.” 

One of the experiments 
Gardner discusses is a 
shock test conducted on a 
group of people. 

Half of the group was 
told it would have a series 
of 17 mild shocks, with 
three random shocks. 

The other half was in¬ 
formed it would be ex¬ 
posed to 20 strong shocks. 

Results showed he 
group exposed to the full 
series of strong shocks felt 
far less anxiety as its ex¬ 
pectations were that it was 
getting 20 strong shocks. 

Future Babble is a truly 


interesting and thoroughly 
researched book for the so¬ 
cial economist in your net¬ 
work.

Edmonton out-shot Ana¬ 
heim 10-8 in the scoreless 
first. 

Anaheim broke the 
deadlock just over five min¬ 
utes into the second period 
as Selanne made a nice feed 


crossing the blue-line to 
Koivu who picked the cor¬ 
ner glove-side on Khabibu¬ 
lin for his 10th of the 
season. The goal was the 
first for the Ducks in 146 
minutes and five seconds 
after being shut out in their 
two previous outings. 

The shots were an even 
17-17 after 40 minutes. 

The Ducks took a 2-0 


lead six-and-a-half minutes 
into the third as Selanne 
picked up the rebound 
from an Andy Sutton shot 
and sent a backhand shot 
through Khabibulin’s legs.

Sam Gagner has been on a tear re¬ 
cently and the fourth-year centre 
really deserves a lot of credit in 
persevering after an early dip in 
his career. 


H eading into last night’s 
game against Anaheim, 
Gagner was second in 
Oilers scoring with 18 
points, trailing only 
defenceman Ryan Whitney 
(who had the baffling stat line of no 
goals and 21 assists). The young pivot has 
done a lot of his good work recently, too. 
Gagner recorded seven points in his past 
five games prior to last night and not co¬ 
incidentally, the Oilers won four of those 
contests. 

Even with linemate Ales Hemsky ail¬ 
ing, Gagner has proven he can produce 
on a consistent basis, which is so big 
when it comes to a still-young player’s 
confidence. Don’t forget: Despite being in 
his fourth NHL campaign, Gagner is still 
just 21 years old and there will be ups 
and downs. Gagner’s ice time has yo-yo’d 
throughout the season — sometimes 


he’ll play more than 20 minutes, in oth¬ 
ers he’ll log closer to 14. Faceoffs are an¬ 
other aspect of his game that can be both 
great or brutal. His winning clip of 43.9 
per cent is not good by NHL standards, 
but sometimes he’ll have nights when he 
wins more than six of 10 draws. Gaptur- 
ing those games (and faceoffs are just as 
much about confidence as they are about 
reflexes and athleticism) and replicating 
them will be one of Gagner’s challenges. 

As a team, Edmonton ranks second- 
last in the NHL with a 44.8 per cent face- 
off win rate, with only Golumbus faring 
worse. This goes a long way in explaining 
why the Oilers are also near the bottom 
of the standings, but continued growth 
from a player such as Gagner — who is 
second on the team in draws taken, be¬ 
hind Shawn Horcoff — will help. 

Right now, the Oilers have a young tal¬ 
ent scoring at the best pace of his career. 
Gagner is still good for at least one fight 
per season and his sophomore slump is 
behind him. 

With even younger players emerging 
around him, he’s in a good situation right 
now. The only thing he needs is for his 
team to keep putting up some wins.

With the sound of tires 
squealing and the aroma 
of freshly cooked rubber 
and brake linings hanging 
in the air, I quickly realize 
that no minivan will ever 
be driven this way. Ever. 

Where is Honda’s logic 
in setting up an impromp¬ 
tu parking-lot race track to 
drive the wheels off ... a 
minivan? 

The point, though, is 
that a minivan can actual¬ 
ly drive like a European 
touring sedan and not just 
in a straight line on grid¬ 


ded city streets. It’s a good 
distinction from stereot}^)- 
ical minivans, especially 
when stereotypical mini- 
vans aren’t really selling. 

Minivan sales in North 
America peaked a few 
years ago before taking a 
dive. They have remained 
fairly stagnant of late, 
causing some automakers, 
notably General Motors 
and Ford, to abandon the 
categoiy. Of those remain¬ 
ing, however, Toyota and 
Nissan appear to be taking 
radical styling departures 
in what has traditionally 
been a category of bread- 
and-butter toaster-shaped 
vehicles. So is Honda. 


The Odyssey is differen¬ 
tiated by an unusual hitch 
in the bod 5 ^ork behind 
the sliding side doors. Hon¬ 
da calls it a “lightning bolt” 
effect that’s supposed to in¬ 
crease third-row passenger 
visibility. 

That might be true, but 
from certain angles it’s as if 
the rear third of the 
Odyssey’s body is mis¬ 
aligned with the front two- 
thirds. 

Fortunately the sharp¬ 
looking grille, the neatly ta¬ 
pered rear roof pillar and 
the more pronounced front 
fenders help make the 
Odyssey’s wider (by 3.5 cen¬ 
timetres) stance look plant¬ 


ed and even aggressive. 

The distance between 
the front and rear wheels 
remains unaltered from 
the 2010 model, but over¬ 
all length has been mod¬ 
estly increased and the 
ride height is a bit lower. 

The Odyssey drives flat¬ 
ter and truer than the out¬ 
going version with much 
reduced body roll in the 
turns. 

No matter the Odyssey 
you pick, this minivan is 
bound to deliver the goods 
as well as a nearly unbeat¬ 
able minivan driving expe¬ 
rience that’s definitely 
better than par for the 
(race) course.

Reinventing ragtops

You’d think that turning a 
coupe like the Chevrolet 
Camaro into a convertible 
would be easy: chop off the 
roof, add a soft top and 
you’re good to go. 

Not so fast, says A1 Op- 
penheiser, Camaro’s Vehi¬ 
cle Chief Engineer. “There 
are limitations when you 
cut the top off a coupe. You 
need to compensate for 
the difference in torsion 
and bending of the car.” 


As odd as it sounds, a 
stiff car body provides a 
smooth ride, since it does¬ 
n’t vibrate or wobble on 
rough roads. 

In addition to the 
strength in its underbody, 
a car’s hard roof also pro¬ 
vides rigidity, “t 5 dng” the 
car together at the top. 

Lacking a roof, convert¬ 
ibles need extra support in 
the body to compensate. 
Without it, they would feel 
unstable and exhibit “cowl 
shake” when the wind¬ 
shield and front panels vi¬ 
brate over bumps. 

“We call those kinds of 
convertibles boulevard 
cruisers,” Oppenheiser 
says, “ft might look good 


driving around town, but 
I’d hate to drive it on a 
bumpy or twisting road. 

If you have a car that 
bends or twists, it trans¬ 
lates into what the cus¬ 
tomer feels in the steering 
wheel or the seat, and it’s 
not a veiy pleasing ride.” 

The Camaro’s base ar¬ 
chitecture was designed 
with a convertible in mind 
right from the beginning, 
but extra components still 
had to be added. 

These include a brace 
across the front shock tow¬ 
ers, a cross-brace under 
the transmission, a plate 
under the driveshaft and 
V-brackets front and rear. 
This extra bracing in the 


car’s body offsets that lost 
by the missing roof. 

If you’ve ever wondered 
why convertibles weigh 


more than their hard- 
topped siblings, it’s be¬ 
cause the bracing below is 
heavier than a roof above. 


History lesson 


► In the earliest days of the 
automobile, cars didn't 
have solid roofs. Derived 
from horse-drawn 
buggies, they were open 
cars, sometimes with the 
luxury of a folding cloth 
top for foul weather. 

► “Closed" cars began 
appearing around 1908 
and quickly became popu¬ 
lar for their all-season abil¬ 
ity. The availability of air 
conditioning and new 
rollover safety standards 
saw many automakers dis¬ 
continue convertibles in 
the 1970 s. 

P- In 1976 , the Cadillac Eldo¬ 
rado was the “last convert¬ 
ible” — until Chrysler 
reintroduced the ragtop in 
1982 , and they've been 
around ever since.

They’re mobile, exclusive 
and serve as rolling plat¬ 
forms for product aware¬ 
ness and brand extension. 
They’re also widely regard¬ 
ed as promoting healthy 
living by building cardio¬ 
vascular fitness. 

It’s well known that 
brand enthusiasts often go 
out of their way to let the 
world know of their par¬ 
ticular passions, and a bi¬ 
cycle by its mobile nature 
can deliver that message 
in spades. 

Car-company bicycles 
range from road and rac¬ 
ing designs to off-road 
mountain bikes and even 
folding models that take 
up little space in the trunk 
or back seat, serving as ex¬ 
tended personal mobility 
devices once a destination 
has been reached by a vehi¬ 
cle. 

At least one company, 
Mercedes-Benz, will offer 
through its Smart division 
a hybrid/electric bicycle 
with assistance from on¬ 
board motors powered by 
rechargeable batteries. 

Mercedes-Benz, in fact, 
offers a wide range of 
bikes — “the proverbial 
something for everyone,” 
says spokesman Arden 
Nerling — including kid- 
size conveyances. 


Perhaps most unique is 
the collapsible model, 
which at about $3,000 US, 
and without requiring the 
use of tools, folds in sec¬ 
onds to 79 by 79 by 28 cen¬ 
timetres and fits into its 
own transport bag. 

Mercedes’ Smart divi¬ 
sion announced at the re¬ 
cent Paris Motor Show a 
sophisticated pedal-pow¬ 
ered prototype bicycle 
with electric assist, 
named Ebike, that em¬ 
ploys regenerative brak¬ 
ing technology and 
smartphone integration. 

There’s even a Global- 
satellite Positioning Sys¬ 
tem (GPS) tracking 
function to help users lo¬ 
cate a parked Ebike. As an 
anti-theft measure, remov¬ 
ing the smartphone locks 
the drive. 

Goming soon from 
Porsche is its recently an¬ 
nounced Hybrid RS moun¬ 
tain bike. After the 
Gayenne S Hybrid sport 
utility vehicle, the 911 
GTS R Hybrid racing car 
and the concept 918 Spy- 
der supercar, the Hybrid 
RS bicycle is the fourth 
concept from Porsche this 
year to demonstrate new 
drive technology. 

Weighing about 16 kilo¬ 
grams, it achieves a range 
of more than 50-plus kilo¬ 
metres per charge. It has a 
lightweight carbon frame 
and high-quality compo¬ 
nents including disc 
brakes, a leading-edge 
transmission system and 
an Apple iPhone offering 
Web-assisted navigation. 



Kia’s Peter goes Pop 


Kia’s design director Peter 
Schreyer talks about the 
Pop electric city car. 

Why did you decide to create 
a small electric concept for 
the Paris Motor Show? 

There was the idea to do a 
small electric car as Paris is 
a big city. We got a lot of in¬ 


spiration from outside the 
car industry, like the furni¬ 
ture field. We had two pro¬ 
posals. One would have 
been great if we had want¬ 
ed a production model. But 
we took the one that was 
really special. Everybody 
loved it. This is why we 
made it this way — if it’s a 


car that you smile at and 
that smiles back at you, it’s 
almost like a pet. 

Do electric vehicles give car 
designers more freedom? 

No matter what engine a 
car has we have to obey 
certain regulations, hu¬ 
man measurements, tech¬ 


nical constraints and cost¬ 
ings, so in some ways elec¬ 
tric cars have to follow the 
same rules as conventional 
cars. 

But it allows more free¬ 
dom. I wouldn’t mimic the 
outline of a conventional 
car if I had other possibil- 
ties.

If any car had the potential 
to change the public’s per¬ 
ception of the Hjmndai 
brand in the modern era, 
it was the last-generation 
Sonata. 

Available from 2006 to 
2010, the Korean automak¬ 
er’s bread-and-butter fami¬ 
ly sedan was packed with 
the engineering, quality 
and styling needed to give 
the big boys from Japan a 
run for their money. 

In the used market¬ 
place, Sonata’s Korean 
roots and relatively short 
histoiy as a family sedan 
contender mean that re¬ 
sale values will be relative¬ 
ly low compared to those 
of Japanese competitors. 

If you’re looking for a 
good deal on a used family 
car, the last-generation 
Sonata may be a great 
place to start — especially 
considering that it seems 



to have fared well where 
reliability is concerned. 

Standard was a 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder engine with 
162 horsepower and five- 
speed manual transmis¬ 
sion. A manual-mode 
automatic was available, 
as was a V6 engine. 

History/Description 

Shoppers in the used mar¬ 
ket will find entiy-level 
Sonata models labeled 
with a GL badge, while GL 
V6, GLS and GLS V6 mod¬ 
els filled out the model 
range. Sonata Sport and 
limited models were avail¬ 
able in later years as well. 

Available features in¬ 
cluded a power glass sun¬ 
roof, 17-inch wheels, 
stability control, automat¬ 
ic climate control, an In¬ 
finity GD-changer audio 
system, remote access and 
power leather seats. 

What Owners Like 

Owners commonly praise 
the vehicle’s styling, 
roominess, massive trunk, 
comfort levels and overall 
refinement. The V6 engine 
is a favourite with per¬ 


formance buff's, who say 
they enjoy the available 
power and acceleration. 
Long-haul comfort is rated 
highly too, as is fuel 
mileage with the four- 
cylinder engine. 

What Owners Hate 

Gomplaints include interi¬ 
or squeaks and rattles. 


some low-budget interior 
trim pieces, the lack of 
lighting on certain con¬ 
trols at night, and prema¬ 
ture brake wear — though 
the latter is largely subject 
to the individual driving 
style and locale at play. 

Common Issues 

Noteworthy is mixed senti¬ 


ment between two com¬ 
fort-related aspects of the 
Sonata: the seats and the 
ride quality. Some owners 
rave about comfort levels 
related to both, while oth¬ 
ers complain of stiff, un¬ 
comfortable seats and a 
noisy and harsh ride. Take 
a lengthy test drive to en¬ 
sure you feel comfortable 


in the used Sonata you’re 
considering. 

The Verdict 

If you’re able to find a good 
deal on a last-generation 
Sonata that’s well-main¬ 
tained, you’ll likely wind 
up with a reliable, enjoy¬ 
able car. Best of all, you’ll 
save a few bucks, too.
